Buda-Pesth, Jan. IS.— The village 
of Gztitia wiiH excited over an act of 
fiendish cruelty, discovered on the 7th 
inst. A young Ljirl named Iwona Sena- 
te) was found the cellar of an outhouse, 
where she had been confined and cruel- 
ly treated for some months previously 
by her stepmother, Mine. Semko. The 
woman was at once urrested, and the 
girl — whose health had been greatly 
shattered by the treatment she had un- 
der gone— was taken charge of by a 
benevolent lady. Mine. Semko was 
placed on trial yesterday. Jwona — who 
is abeur. eighteen years of age, an intel- 
ligent, bright-looking girl — was exam- 
ined at great length. She stated that 
she and her stepmother had constant 
quarrels. About three months ago, 
when suffering from a cold, her step- 
mother gave her a drink of hot whey, 
and the next thing she remembered 
was to find herself in an almost dark 
cellar, nearly naked, with a chain so 
tightly padlocked round her waist that 
the links were sutik into her f|enh. The 
Other end of the chain, which was only 
a few feet long, was fastened to an iron 
bar in the wall. During her confine- 
ment her stepmother used to visit her 
every second or third night with food, 
and on nearly every occasion either 
flogged her severely or fastened her up 
in some painful position with a rope. 
Od one occasion ifter feeding her on 
salt meat, Mine. Semko left the pitcher 
of water out of reach ami she suffered 
horrid agonies of thirst for three days. 
Mme. Semko practiced other cruelties, 
which are not tit for publication. The 
spectators were intensely excited over 
tlie girl's story. When the prisoner w:is 
asked what she had to say in reply, she 
avpwed that the girl's story was true 
and she was only sorry that she had 
not succeeded in killing her. The fiend- 
ish woman was sentenced to ten years' 
imprisonment.

THE MEDIEVAL HOUSEWIFE A3 SHE 
LIVED AND LABORED. 



Literally tlio Head <>r tlio Household — 
The "Spinster" or the Middle Aicos— 
Xublo Furniture and Good Cheer 
—The Kitchen.

The housewife of the middle ages Is 
secu stepping out of Chaucer's "Canter- 
bury Tales'" as natural as life, in that 
"May morning of long ago, when the 
merry company filed out "of the Tabard 
inn to pursue its pilgrimage. Sho is 
dressed In a cape and kirtlu of blue stuff; 
the collar of her cotehardle and the tapes 
of her white voluperc are embroidered In 
silk, as, likewise, her girdle, and her 
apron or barm cloth is as white us morn 
ihg niiik. She wears; a broad silken fillet 
around her head, a leather purse attached 
to her girdle, "tasseled with silk and 
pearled with latoun "— that is, studded or 
impended with little metal buttons; on 
her low collar she wears a brooch as hi.tr 
as the boss of a buckler, aud her "shoonc 
(shoes) are laced higli upon her aukles. 

The medival housewife wits a very in- 
dustrious woman. Sho was literally tlio 
head of the household. Everything iu 
the house was under her charge, she 
clothed the whole lions* with the work of 
her own hands. Spinning was one of the 
most important labors taught young 
women, The word "spluster, " now the 
legal designation of an unmarried woman, 
had its origin iu the fact that in the early 
ages spinning was her special employ- 
ment Iu the ballad of the patient Oris- 
e.'.la, the maiden was engaged in spinning 
when the Marquis first saw her. All the 
illuminated manuscripts which have come 
down to us illustrating the domestic life 
of the middle ages show its ''the lady 
spinning," "the lady curding wool, " "the 
lady at tho loom, " etc. Every household 
had its looms and spinning wheels. Tho 
women of tho medieval home often 
sheared the sheep with their own hands, 
and carded aud combed the wool aud 
heat tho llax. 

The old- time house-keeper was also 
physician and surgeon to the household 
aud all around Medical receipts iu all 
periods of the middle ages, written by the 
ringers of women, are still preserved iu 
Kuropeau libraries. It was the women 
who set the knight's broken bones by 
skillful manipulations and healed grievous 
wouuds by cunning plasters spread by 
'their own fair hands. .Jn that idyllic 
novel of the thirteenth century, "Aucassju 
aud Xicolctte, " vc see the heroine acting 
the part of a surgeon when her lover had 
dislocated his shoulder; aud iu the ro- 
mance of "Kite de St. Giles''' Elie„whp 
has been wounded, is carried by the fair 
Rosamonds into her chamber, where sho 
takes precious herbs from her coffer aud 
applies them to his wounds. 

Neither the good wife of Bath nor 
Griseldn knew what it was to take up 
and put down carpets; they spread rushes 
aud stveot herbs on the tloor instead when 
they especled com' any. They covered 
the walls of their homes with tapestry 
and sat at their meals on heavy wooden 
benches and stools. Tho table was lit- 
erally a hoard of boards, set on trestles 
and covered with cloth The "good cheer" 
of that old time would seem strange 
enough to us. Barley and oaten bread, 
bacou, boiled fish, capons, eggs, man- 
chets, with vast quantities of home- 
brewed alo or mead, a.id sometimes 
among the nobles, wines from the Levant 
covered the medieval t^bla Food was 
not always plentiful in tb"e homestead. 

The choicest articles of furniture in 
the kitchen of the middle ages was the 
sideboard or court cupboard. It was 
usually richly carved and made with 
little compartments, in which small art- 
icles of plate could be placed On the 
top the good mothers arranged for display 
the beakers, tankards, flagons, drinking- 
horns, basins aud porringers. On the 
shelves glistened the family plate, often 
of pewler, which was of \aJucRt that 
tima Beside them were the lesser u ton- 
sils, the forks for "the green ginger," the 
the powder box for sprinkling green 
spices over the meats, the curious' carving 
knives, tho clasp-knives, the spoons, and 
that singular vessel'* cal led the "rnaser 
cup," manufactured from the knottiest 
wood and handsomely ornamented wilh 
silver, which was used ou great occasions 
like Christmas to pass around a warm 
spiced drink, of which all the company 
must partake. 

Thero was no stove in the medieval 
kitchen, and even chimneys were rare. 
The Are was usually kindled ou a stone 
hearth in the middle of the room, the 
smoke passing out from a hole iu tho 
roof. Even in castles only two or three 
of the largest rooms had a "cover" or firo 
hearth; around these the servants and 
housecarlcs sat shivering in the cold win- 
ter months. Later, some of the queens 
had braziers or small iron furnaces in 
their rooms. 

The day's work done, the spinning- 
wheel sat away, the children tucked in 
their racks, the holts of the door drawn, 
the fire smouldering on the stqne hearth 
and the feeble rushlight burning low in 
its socket, the good wife and her husband 
sought the chamber where stood the great 
"posted sett- work bedstead," covered with 
its "harden sheets'' (made of coarse llux >, 
"tear sheets ' (of line Rax), "dock beds" 
(wool coverlets', "pillow beers" and 
"counter points" (quilta made in squares 
of contrasting colors. ) 

Thus lived and dined and slept tho 
housewife of tho middle ages. Doubtless 
she thought herself a favored creature, 
but who of her nineteenth century sisters 
would care to go hack and live iu those 

"cisod old times?"

PROHIBITION. 

The prohibitory law of Iowa, whdn 
considered with reference to its actual ro- 
aulta, and the fancied results which the 
prohibitionists thought it would have 
upon the liquor traltic in that state, is a 
failure. It seems that in most of the 
large cities and towns the law is openly 
defied and that liquor can be obtained 
almost hs easily as though the trado were 
liconsod. Wore this defiance of a strict 
statute confined to the saloon keeper* 
themselves but little difficulty would bo 
experienced in suppressing the traffic and 
punishing the offenders, but this is not 
the case. A largo number of the masses 
— both drinkers and non- drinkers — are 
opposed to the law beeauso their instincts 
tell them that the enforcement of the law 
is an attempt at the invasion of private 
rights. The number of these is so groat 
— many of them view the question merely 
from a constitutional point of view — that 
in many cases the prohibitionists and auti- 
prohibitionists of a community ure almost 
equally divided. From this it will be 
seen that the law must either prove 
a failuro or pressure bo brought to boar 
for the punishment of the offenders by 
an outside impartial power. Of prose- 
cution at law it is said that the steps 
that lead up to it are slow and tedious. 
The necessary witness of tho sale of the 
liquor is hard to got, tho law holding 
that tho bona fide purchaser (if such a 
torm may be used in such a connectionl 
is not compelled to testify, as such evi- 
dence may be used against him, and 
owing also to the natural reluctance of 
any one to incur tho odium attaching to 
a hired informer. But supposing this 
difficulty to have been overcome, those 
who administer tho law will not convict, 
for they are compolled to administer that 
law with a due regard for the notions of jus- 
tice entertained by those who elect them. 
Trohib tionists Bpeak of an appeal to the 
majesty of the state. If this mean3 any- 
thing we suppose it indicates a request 
for a military enforcement of the laws 
amongst a divided people; but it seems 
cortain that prohibition cannot be en- 
forced among those who don't want it. 
The unanimity of feeling is not, sufficient, 
and after tho experience the States has 
had of its working of its prohibition 
laws, it seems aa if it would never bo. 
Tho question is fast becoming a problem 
as knotty as many others which vex tho 
political economists of tho day. The ad- 
vocates of prohibition admit that the law 
is practicully a dead letter, and upon 
their efforts will mainly depend the task 
of finding tho truo remedy. 

HIGH LICENSES. 

In the course of her lecture on Thurs- 
day night, Miss Narcissa White, after de- 
bating tho various methods that had been 
tried to lessen the evils of intemporanco, 
referred to the high license plan. This 
bIio classed with all other plans (save that 
of total prohibition) as an utter failure. 
We cannot agree with tho fair lecturer in 
her opinion. Statistics are against her. 
Chicago a year ago proposed a high license 
ordiumce. There were than 3904 huiisus 
licensed to sell liquor in the municipality. 
The revenuo produced wai only 
some §150,000. On January Jst 
the number of liquor licenses hud declined 
under the high license system to 2026, and 
the revenuo exceeded $1, 200,000. The 
success of tho plan consists in having re- 
duced the number of licouses by one-fourth 
and increased the revenue eight times! 
New York city is alow license town. Sho has 
about 7000 licensed houses which last year 
yielded only some 51 10,000 in revenue. 
Tho number of houses, too, showed a slight 
increase. Here, thou, are the two systems 
contrasted. Chicago with high license 
develops an enormous increase in 
revenue and a heavy reduction in tho 
number of licenses. New York, with 
low licenses, shows a small revenue and a 
considerable increase in the number of 
houses. San Francisco, which onco at- 
tempted local option and failed, is now 
stimulated by Chicago's example, about 
to introduce high liconse3. Total pro- 
hibition is one way of grappling with tho 
great evil; but to be effective it must bo 
practicable. 

THE TIMES " DEFICIT." 

Our "fretful porcupine" contemporary 
iB at it again. Backed by Boveral opposi- 
tion "figgerers," it makes several alarmist 
statomeuls to tho effect that the province 
is descending, with ever-increasing mo- 
mentum, to tho depths of bankruptcy and 
irretrievable ruin I If ho keeps on harp- 
ing on tho same string, he will at last 
persuade himself that he ia speaking the 
truth, when tho "deficit" will leap with 
erratic bounds to koep paco with an im- 
agination that is already somewhat dis- 
torted. In the emanation yclept yes- 
terday's issue, the "foaming" editor ex- 
celled himself. Ho thirsts for fioro, 
and by way of throwing down the 
gauntlet alludos to this paper as furnishing 
an instance of "abject, venal, guttersnipe 
journalism." These choice expletives can- 
not be taken ns argumont.bnt as abuse, and 
abuse of a very low order — though consid- 
ering the course from wheuco it comes this 
is not surprising. So far from a deficit 
existing there was up to tho :10th of June, 
1885, a. balance of assets over liabilities of 
$19,703,70. But tho independent organ 
does not want to soe anything but a 
"deficit." It protests against any prosperity 
that has ensued during tho present admin- 
istration. 



DOM EST 1 C SEli VICE. 

The Oregonian, speaking of Chinese 
employed to do the work of white fomalo 
servants, pertinently remarks: A revorsal 
of tho conditions that drew the Chi nose hero 
will cause their departure in the same man - 
ner that theyoame — quietly and gradually. 
Competent women presenting themselves 
for domoHtic service will be employed. 
There has not in years been a time in which 
such women would not have been given 
employment in this city in preference to 
Chinese. If they perform the service they 
undertake faithfully and cheerfully, con- 
sider the wages they receive an equivalent" 
for their work, and content themselves with 
tho lot of working women, there is not a 
liousowife'in the land who will not be glnd 
to make the exchange. In this department 
it may bo, perhaps, well to say, workers 
need to acquire what seems to be a scanty 
possession with them— a spirit of willing- 
ness and contentment. It is the lack of 
this, mado apparent in a sort of aggrieved 
air, liable at tiny time to burst out in an 
imprudent expression and bristling always 
■with a "notice to quit" that mnltea it so 
easy for tho Chinese to make the American 
kitchen and laundry his special domain. 
There is no reason why service that is nefl- 
esjavy and honorable should be considered 



a hardship totally out of proportion to tho 
best wages that it can command. While it 
is so considered by American women and 
girls, the Chinese will not "go" from this 
branch of service, except as an experiment 
and temporarily, 

~TH±: DRY DOGK. 

A great deal of work has boon accom- 
plished of late at tho dock in spite of the 
inclement weather. The groat structure 
is assuming a most formidable shape and 
•hould the proposition to lengthen be 
adopted by the Dominion government tho 
dock will bo one of tho most complete 
and onduring works of tho kind on tho 
continent. Very strong representations 
have been made to the Dominion govern- 
ment respecting tho necessity of increas- 
ing the length, If done now the coat 
would be comparatively inexpensive; but 
if loft until completed on the present line 
an enlargement would bo a very costly 
aU'air. 

The Chinese Not Injurious to 
While Labor. 

To tiik Editor: — As to competition there 
in virtually no competition between Chinese 
and other races outside Victoria city, and 
perhaps New Westminster, and in these 
places the competition is really only in com- 
mon labor. Is there any competition in 
reality in skilled labor? 1 believe very 
little; at all events skilled workmen tulce 
little or no note of it, and wherever it ex- 
ists our own countrymen can hold then- 
own. Take cigarmakers, for instance. 
Look again at shoemakers. Is it not a fact 
that all shoemakers are employed? Is it 
not a fact, too, that huge numbers of the 
bettor class of boots and shoes are imported 
from foreign plaoes. Is it not a fact, too, 
that the cheap kinds of shoes would be im- 
ported also were it not for the fact that they 
are and can be manufactured here by Chi- 
nese labor. I am not aware that any one 
compotes with Chinese labor in this par- 
ticular. Take, again, domestic servants. 
Is it not a fact that there are but a few to 
replace them, and these few are" employed. 
Is it not a fact, too, that many who employ 
Chinese would take white women if suitable 
ones could be had? There is virtually little 
or no competition in this line. With regard 
to mines. Ts it not a fact that the miners 
themselves employ Chinese? Is it not a 
fact, too, that they are miners, producers, 
and have claims on their own account. Is 
there any competition for the cultivation of 
the land? Is there any competition for the 
development of fisherios. Is there any 
competition for tho development of the 
various resources of the country. The 
answer must be no. It is much to be re- 
gretted that there is little or no competition 
in these lines. The more there is the better 
for the country. Tho more the country 
produces the better for it. In f net. is thoro 
any serious competition in the way of 
skilled producers? In all those matters, [ 
say again, skilled people do more and can 
do more than hold l heir own. It is only, 
then, in the most ordinary kinds of labor 
that competition oxists, and doubtless even 
in this, cceteris paribus, white men could hold 
their own if }hoy were equally industrious 
and equally assiduous. .Such being the 
lase, are the various interests of the coun- 
try to be sacrificed tor the sake of bolster- 
ing unskilled labor? Are unskilled laborers 
to dictate to the government? Is the gov- 
ernment to legislato for a class? I for one 
say no. It must bo remembered that there 
are large numbers of laborers who are no- 
madic. They take up some particular kind 
of labor and go wherever such labor is to 
be found, and when this kind of labor is no 
longer needed they aro olt somewhere else. 
This class is numerous in Victoria in conse- 
quence of tho railway building which has 
been going on. It matters not whether 
they bo whites or Chinese. When the work 
is finished they will have to go to find work 
elsewhere, in the same manner and for the 
simo purpose that they came hero. They 
are not the class to become settlers and pro- 
ducers on their own aeeouut. As to being 
foreigners, it must be remembered that 
many, although white in color, are really 
foreigners to us. I say ugniu that the gov- 
ernment should rulo or be ruled, for the 
benefit of one class is not to bo tolerated. 
To sacrifice the interests of the whole merely 
to benefit a class, and that in the main a 
nomadic class, is shore madness absolutely 
injurious. It is not tho unskilled Laborer 
that gives employment, but it is tho people 
who employ thorn that pay the laborer. To 
legislute against tho latter class is to deprive 
tho former of work. The one is necessary 
to and the complement of the other. No 
employers, no employed. Victoria. 



The Attack on Gov. Coin wall. 

Victoria, Feb. 0, 1880. 

To the Editor: — As an old resident of 
Victoria and aa one who has watched the 
progress of political events since several 
years before confederation, I must say 
that I was ineffably disgusted, not merely 
at the low Bpirit of malice that prompted 
a correspondent of the Victoria Times to 
vent his spleen in blackguard sarcasm 
upon our present lieutenant-governor, 
but at the ignoranco or disregard of tho 
proprieties of journalism displayed by 
tho editor of that paper in permitting 
such a communication to be inserted. 

Now, sir, I have never yet been con- 
cerned in a newspaper controversy — hav- 
ing a reluctance to rush into print — ami 
do not wieh to promote any; I moroly 
write, not to urge the merits of a ' candi- 
date for gubernatorial or senatori.il office, 
but to protest against the miserable 
inuendoes launched against Mr. Corn- 
wall by "H. B. C." Dues he suppose 
that by abusing those in ollino lie is but- 
tering the chauoos or [laving the way for 
those whoso appointment he may bo 
urging from friendly or interested mo- 
tives ? Does ho suppose, in fact, 
that anything he may write at all, 
especially through tho channel he has 
choBon, will have any effect upon what 
is already, most probably, a foregone 
conclusion? If I were, Mr. Editor, disposed 
to tako the personal ground adopted by 
"H. B. O," I might impute his vicuusness 
of spirit to tho fact that ho has been "over- 
looked" in the issuance of invitations to 
Cary Castlo, and that he seeks to vent his 
petty spite by seizing upon the opportunity 
(which has, however, been illegitimately 
created) to criticize the actions and ante- 
cedents of tho lieutenant-governor. Tho 
nature of tho comments lay bare tho nature 
of the individual making them, and ho did 
well to hide his "bad form" under a mm da 
plume. Tho appointments are of the Do- 
minion — the salaries aro paid from the Do- 
minion treasury; and, while giving every 
appointee his duo, the positions are, to a 
very great extent, sinecures.

8. Ho was elected mayor in lSfiii, and 
was called by Governor Seymour to tho 
legislative council, occupying both posi 
tious, although attended with great ex- 
pense and inconvenience — having to leave 
homo and reside at New Westminster 
during the sitting of tho legislature. 

U. Ho was elected mayor a second time 
in 1871, which office heboid when called to 
tho senate by the government of Canada. 

To must of theBe offices Mr. Macdonald 
gave his time and services without fee or 
reward. Such a career is not without 
credit to one who came us a young man 
to such a remote and semi-barbarous place 
as this was in its early history. 

10. He always took much interest in 
church and school matters, was church 
warden of Christ church, and diocesan 
secretary for years.

A Southern Editor Declines lo 
Fifctu si Duel uitJi Fists. 

Atlanta, Ga , January — Tho editors 
of the Elbertuti Gazette and of the Too- 
coa Nowa, I wo staunch democratic jour- 
nals, have for weeks been berating each 
othor unmercifully. So hot became the 
controversy that a challenge to mortal 
combat passed. Mr S N Carpenter, the 
editor of tho Gazette, thua explains the 
present status of the situation in a card 
tii the public: 

"Mr. Harris, the editor of the Toccoa 
News, has availed himself of the oppor- 
tunity to publish tho controversy between 
him and myself in tho Elberton Leador, 
and he add* thereto such words as reflect 
upon me by saying that I am a 'scoundrel 
and a coward, ' When I read his com- 
munication, 1 wrote Mr. Harris a note, 
stating. that ho must either retract what 
he had said or tight, and that I would 
meet him at tome private and convenient 
place and light him without weapons of 
any kind. He declines to meet me in a 
'listiculi,' as he calls it, although he baid 
in the Leader that 'wo are willing to "ive 
any sort of satisfaction he may want, and 
just whenever and wherever he may say,' 
1 am 50 years old. Mr. Harris ia, f 
learn, about 25 years old, stout, and 
physically my equal. I have a wife 
and four children, while he iB unmar- 
ried, I am informed. He, therefore, 
can afford to meet mo in mortal com- 
bat and light with deadly weapons, had ho 
the courage to do so. In duty bound to 
my wife and children I cannot afford to 
meet him in such a conflict, but 1 propose 
to give him satisfaction ill the old way, 
which, although not according to tho 
code, 'yet ia a way that would have been 
equally fair to linn and myself. Now, tho 
gentleman declined, »'»1 under all the 
circumstances, I leave it for tho honest, 
brave and fair-minded public, to say who 
the 'scoundrel and the coward' ia. I dis- 
miss him with contempt from further 
notice ," 

The Birch in the Boudoir. 

LONDON, Jan 58. — We are threatened 
with a controversy similar to that which 
which raged some yours ago in the Queen, 
the Family Herald, and other journals, 
under tho title of "Tho Birch in the Bou- 
d oir," on tho Bubject of corporal cliastiae- 
ment as an adjunct of education, llocent- 
ly there appeared in a weekly church pa- 
per an advertisement for a governess, 
which read: "'Education wanted for a 
young lady. Strict discipline indispensa- 
ble, and applicants must undertake to re- 
sort to corporal ohastisament-if requested." 
Thin ha3 already produced a number of let- 
tors eithor lauding or condemn irig the use 
of the rod. Aa a specimen of the former, 
"A Mother" writes to an evening paper 
saying: "I have educated a family of four 
girls, and from live to, eighteen years of 
ago thoy were at all times liable to be in- 
vited to my boudoir to receive a sovore 
chastisement for carelessness in study, dis- 
obedience or other offences. Tho instru- 
ment I employed was a leather atrap, di- 
vided at the end into Bix thungs, with 
which I could inflict a very severe pun- 
ishment, and the rosulta have proved moat 
satisfactory." This is a curious comment 
upon the decision of a magistrate in Nor- 
wich, who ono day last week fined a local 
schoolmaster ten shillings and costs for 
''committing an assault" upon a refractoy 
pupil by caning him on the hauds.

MEXICO. 
New Laredo (Mex ), Fob. 5.— Scott, 
the Winnipeg forger, was arrestod horo 
to-day on a telegraphic order from tho 
Mexican authorities at tho City of Mex- 
ico. . The ordur was granted aa an act of 
courtesy on the request of the Dominion 
government that the Mexican govern- 
ment permit Scott to be taken to the 
United States, whero he would be subject 
to extradition. An officer left the' City of 
Mexico last night with the necessary 
papers. Scott has secured couhboI and 
will contest the matter step by step. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, Feb. 5. — The St. Quentin strik- 
ers attempted to hold a meeting this 
evening, but were prohibitod by the town 
officials. In revenge tho strikers smash- 
ed tho windows of the factories and of 
the residences of tho managers. 

SERVIA. 

Belukadb, Feb. 5 — The government 
has ordered all merchants and manufac- 
turers under tho age of forty, to join tho 
active army of service. 

TURKEY. 
Constantinople, Fob. 5. — The powers, 
with tho exception of Russia, have ver- 
bally sanctioned the Turco-Bulgarian 
agreement. 

CANADA. 
Winnipeg (Man.). Fob. 5. — Cable or- 
ders were received from England to-day 
tn build the Hudson Bay railroad from 
Winnipeg lake to Fort Churchill. 

NEWFOUNDLAND. 
London, b'eb. 5. — Sir George W. Des- 
voeux, governor of Fiji, has been ap- 
pointed governor of Newfoundland. 

EASTERN STATES. 
I'hilaiiki.phia, Fob. 'i. — Mrs. Fannie 
Crown, armed with a long dirk knife, vis- 
ited tho house of Misa Julia Curry, on 
Ninth and Vine streets, early yesterday 
morning. Culling her out, sho accused 
her of alienating her husband's affections, 
and with an oath she said alio would spoil 
her pretty face, and slashed right and left, 
and then plunged the knifo into hor nock, 
injuriiiL' her fatally. When arrested bIio 
said alio was sorry sho had not cut her 
heart out. 



Cable News. 

Dcbmn, Jan. 26. — There was a scene in 
the chamber of commerce to-day duriug tho 
discission of a motion in favor of preserv- 
ing the integrity of the empire. Mr. Har- 
rington accused the members of sending 
petitions to a "foreign government," an 
uproar ensued, and the chairman demanded 
that the words "foreign government" he 
withdrawn. Mr. Harrington refused to 
withdraw the words and asked that tho 
meeting bo polled. Tho chairman took tho 
sense of the meeting as against Mr. Har- 
rington and refused to poll the members. 
The meeting voted in favor of tho original 
motion and broke up in disorder. 

London, Jan. 26. — Tho dyutimite scare 
was revived in Norwich to-day by a terrific 
explosion the Victoria railway station, 
which partially demolished the building. 
No one is reported to have been injured. 
Tho cause ot the explosion is a mystery. 
Sir Henry Hawkins, judge ,u e high court 
o( justice, Qneen'a bench division, hud left 
Norwich on a train starting from another 
depot a few minutes before the explosion, 
and it is believed by many that the explo- 
sion was the work of enemies of eiiomies of 
his who wished to injure hiin and who had 
made :» mistake in regard to the statiou it t 
which he would leave town. 

A violent anonymous pamphlet has been 
published at Zurich in relation to tho Duko 
of Ediburgh and tho throno of Saxo-Cobourg 
Gotha. It inveighs against tho Duko's 
succession and says: "We must at lonst be 
convinced beforo he assumes chargo of tho 
duchy that ho has broken with nil English 
connections. We cannot accord to the sea- 
dominating nation, of which he is a repre- 
sentative, dynastic, diplomatic, commercial 
and political influence iu our affairs."

Stranded Vessels —From Mr. R. M. 
Rylatt, teacher at the Quinault reserva- 
tion, we learn that three weeks ago a 
large three-masted Bchuoner drifted on 
the ledge of rocks extending out from the 
reservation, and stranded. 'There were 
no signs of life aboard the ill-fated craft, 
and it is conjectured that she had been 
abandoned at sea by the crow, who have 
probably perished. .Also about two weeks 
attics a smaller vessel drifted into the 
breakers off the agency and struck. She 
also had been abandoned by the crew.

TaK Canadian Pacific as a Dis 
TCRBER. — S.iya the San Francisco Chron- 
icle of the 2d: The transcontinental 
railway officials are viewing with consid- 
erable alarm the announcement that Geo. 
C. Perkins has made negotiations with 
the Canadian Pacific whereby freight and 
passengers may bo sent east from this city 
▼ia Victoria and Montreal. They wore 
inelined to doubt that any such arrange- 
ment would be consummated, but now 
that it is actually the case they are moro 
anxious than ever that the Canadian road 
shall enter the Transcontinental pool. 
Meanwhile it is stated that the company 
has no intention of doing anything of the 
■urt. It has secured the services of Geo. 
W. Olds, the moat persistent American 
railway fighter who ever cut a rate, aa its 
general traffic manager, and Mr. Olds is 
expected to maintain his reputation as a 
disturber of the peace of rival lines by a 
TigorouB war upon the Canadian Pacific 
competitors. 

On the Rock. — The American tug 
Blakely, with the ship Otago in tow, 
passed the Entrance island light early on 
Wednesday morning, last and on being 
hailed by the pilots declined their aer- 
-vices. The tug proceeded en her way 
to Departure bay, when a heavy fog aud 
dehly shut them out of eight of land. 
In a short time the tug struck a rock 
about three-quarters of a mile outside of 
the Gap, between Newcastle and Protec- 
tection islands. The tug was held by tho 
rock but tho ship rait clear. Fortunately 
at tho time it was not hi^h water, and on 
Thursday morning the tug floated off, ap 
parently not having received any mate 
rial injury, as she made no water. The 
rock, it appears, is not down in the ohatt, 
but is known locally as the Mas tick rock, 
that steamer having run on the same 
jrock several years ago.— free Press.

FROM THE EAST. 

The C. P. K. Syndicate's Eiicr- 
geUc Policy. 

Great Interest ill an i tested in 
ltritish Columbia. 



From a gentleman who has recently 
visited tho eastern portion of Canada and 
the Atlantic atatos we gather the follow- 
ing impressions which wore made upon 
him during the trip: First tho 

CANADIAN" PACIFIC RAILWAY. 

The country traveled by the road for 
several hundred miles west of Winnipeg 
is furnishing a great, and unexpected 
amount of freight. All the small towns 
along thu line were sending their quota of 
wheat to the seaboard. In several of 
them the elevators wore full to overflow- 
ing, and new elevators were in process of 
erection, and the railway company had 
not sufficient rolling stock to transport 
the crops ua they came in. With tho 
long haul from Manitoba to Montreal, at 
very reasonable prices, the receipts of 
the road exceeded the anticipated amounts, 
and tho C. P. R. stock had been steadily 
rising in New York and London for sev- 
eral months, based upon tho weekly and 
monthly statements of the business. 
Efforts were being made by the company 
to increase their freight capacity as early 
as posdible in tho spring. Twelve new 
locomotives, heavier than than those now 
in use, ure being built at thu Kingston 
locomotive works. Thu passenger cars 
and sleepers used on the road are of the 
best description, the latter surpassing the 
finest Pullman. It is the intention of 
the company to construct cars with bath 
rooms for next, summer's overland travel. 
Meanwhile the company are 

SHORTENING THE DISI'ANOKS 

from ocean to ocean, wherever it ia pos- 
sible. A short lino ia being surveyed 
from Smith's Falls, several miles this aide 
of Ottawa, direct to Shorebrooke, Vt. , 
and thence across the state of Maine to 
Halifax. The contract fur a now bridge 
across tho St. Lawrence river at Lachine 
rapids, with two cantilever spans so high 
that steamers can pass underneath, has 
been given out by tho management, to be 
begun early iu the spring. It iH evident 
that iu every way they intend to have the 
cheapest and quickest transit across the 
continent. Supported as they will be by 
the influence of both the Dominion and 
Imperial governments, it *is thought that 
their policy will be aggressive, and that 
they will materially reduce the rates of 
fares and overland freights. 

UPON TU1S PHOVINCK 
the effects will be quickly perceptible. The 
C. P. R. syndicate undoubtedly intend to 
make an important town at their western 
terminus. England will offer larger 
subsidies (probably very soon) for mail 
transportation across the Pacific, which 
will carry with it the eastern trade. Not 
only at the terminus, but in the mountains 
of British Columbia the company intend 
to erect summer resorts to tempt tourists 
to inspect the grand scenery of ihe Sol- 
kirks and the Rockies. 

The rapid decrease in the area of tim- 
ber lands in the east, and the consequent 
rise iu the price of lumber, is attracting 
attention to the forest region of the two 
valleys of the Columbia. It is said by 
tho lumbermen that the lineal timber in 
this province will bear transportation even 
to the province iff Ontario iu a short lime. 

T11K POLITICAL AGITATION 

which followed the hanging of 11 i el , has 
nearly exhausted iiself; yet it is somewhat 
uncertain whether its effect may not bring 
about a change of government. If, how- 
over, a new party should bu made by a 
coalition between tho grits and the mal- 
contents of Quebec, it ia probable that it 
would be very short-lived. 

In tho United States railway construc- 
tion seems to be rapidly reviving The 
great decrease in the cost of new roads, 
from low prices of ateol rails and running 
stock, causes them to be projected! 
everywhere. At least 30 per cent, more 
miles of road are now projected for 188 j 
than were built iu 1385. 

Since the early part of January the 
weather throughout the enliru country 
oast of the Rocky mountains has buen 
frightful. 

A SUCCESSION OK STORMS, 

beginning in the north-west, and increas- 
ing in violence as they passed eastwardly, 
have blockaded railways, wrecked vessels, 
and delayed travel everywhere. The con- 
trast to our mild climate ij appreciated by 
those who bear tho mercury in a frozen 
state in Minnesota, and in a day or two 
meet the balmy chinook winds from the 
Pacific and greet the advent of spring.

The soil is a 
loam of remarkable fertility and groat 
depth, aud is composed of alluvial depos- 
its and decomposed basalt overlying a clay 
subsoil.

SAM JOKES. 

Extracts from oik? ol tin; Kcccn- 
lic Preacher's Sermons. 

Sam Jones, the eccentric divine, in 
one of bia sermons at Cincinnati re- 
cently, said: 

"The tongue is an unruly member, 
full of poison. There is many a person 
■who, if you will go to their homes and 
put your ear to their heart, you will 
hear the blood dripping, dripping. You 
will ask. "What did that?" and they 
will toll you, "An inhuman tongun 
stabbed me there." God pity the man 
that will take his tongue and stab a 
human character. The tongue is tho 
cause- of all the trouble in our homes. 
It is not what we do. It is what we say. 
A man unkind to his wife! I have 
known a man to be polite and kind to 
every man that comes into his store 
that day, just polite, and then go homo 
and stab his wife with meanness. Bro- 
thers haven't you seen cases like that! 
Did you not see ono just while you 
were brushing your hair this evening! 
How many times a good, pains-taking 
wife has arranged all day to make homo 
pleasant for her husband, and when ho 
conies home she greets him with a kiss, 
and before he has been at home ten 
minutes he takes that tongue of his 
and stabsjher to the heart. She goes up 
stairs and cries as if her heart would 
break. God pity a woman who has got 
an old bear for a husband." 

The speaker then drew a vivid pic- 
turo of a husband returned to his home 
after a wearisome day of toil whose 
wife's ill-nature caused him to bury his 
face in his hands and wish to God he 
were dead. The prettiest tombstone 
and the sweetest epitaph he ever saw 
was that over the grave of the wife of 
a brother whom he helped carry to the 
grave. There was just one line, and 
that was this: "She made home plea- 
sant." 

"Now, bless my soul, if I am going 
to be kind to any woman on earth it is 
my wife, because I sort of like her. I 
can't help it to save my soul. I feel a 
good deal like the Irishman who said: 
"Faith, may I never live to see my 
■wife married again." Never let a word 
slip from you that will draw a drop of 
blood from your precious wife's heart. 
Many a man has walked up and bent 
over his wife's lifeless frame, and as he 
saw the glow of life and beauty gone 
from her cheeks, and as he dropped a 
tear upon the pal id face of his wife, 
has said: "God forgive me for every 
unkind word I have ever spoken toher 
— the best, the kindest wife that evor 
lived." That is my sort of religion. 

"How unkind we are sometimes to 
our children. I was at a camp-meeting 
a year or so ago. Four or live .of us 
were standing around, and a ten-year- 
old black-eyed girl said something to 
her father, and the parent turned, and 
in the most impatient, ruthless way he 
took his tongue and hewed her literal- 
ly almost to the ground. 1 looked 
around and said: "You inhuman brute, 
I would not hew my child that way for 
all the world." You can almost crucify 
your child with one stroke of your 
tongue. 

"Some of you not only chop your 
children to pieces, but you would die 
before you would go and ask their par" 
don. I know what it is to look upon a 
sweet child that had its arms around 
my face for the last time. It is gone, 
but when it is gone I never want to go 
into my parlor and look upon my child 
and say: "Oh, how those icy cold 
fingers point my memory back to the 
hasty words!" 

"I believe with Josh Billings, we 
have precepts enough to run four such 
worlds as this. What we need now is a 
few good examples. You go home and 
wake little Willie up, get him wide 
awake and get him on your knees, and 
say: "Willie, who is the best man in 
Cincinnati?" "Why, you, papa," he will 
answer. Willie, who in this world 
would you most like to be like?" "Why, 
you, papa." Poor little fellow, he ain't 
got much sense. (Great laughter.) The 
saddest thing a father ever said to me 
was this. I was a pastor then, and had 
preached on "Home Keligion." I have 
been a pastor now eight years of inj 
life. He said to me about four weeks 
after I had preached that sermon: 
"Jones, I have studied my children for 
four weeks in all phases of their lives, 
and I have reached a verdict." "What 
is the verdict?" He said: "After four 
. weeks of study I found out my child- 
ren haven't got a single fault that I or 
their mother, one of us, has not got. A 
direct copy of my wife and myself our 
children are." 

"I shall never do, or sutler any one 
else to do within the radius of my 
home, anything that ever cursed any- 
body's child. Do you know nine-tenths 
of the gamblers in this town are the 
most polite and refined gentlemen, and 
that gentlemen, and that cards in 
Christian homes made gamblers out of 
them." That demijohns and bottles 
have demanded the sons of members of 
the church, who denies? Some women 
have reached the degraded state when 
they are no more nor less than bar-, 
keepers for their husbands, stirring 
their toddy. Next to the biggest fool 
that God's eyes ever looked at is the 
woman that will stir toddies for hus- 
band, but the biggest fool that God 
ever saw is the woman that will marry 
a man wich whisky in his breath. I be- 
lieve if T had had the wife that some 
drunken men of Cincinnati have to-day 
I would have filled a drunkard's grave 
ere this. 

"In one town whero I was talking 
prohibition there was- an old snaggle 
tooth woman whosaid: "IhopeGod will 
kill that man beforo election for trying 
to rob the people of their liberties." She 
had buried three husbands with delir- 
ium tremens."
